W ashington, June IO.—The W hite 
House has given out a statem ent con­ 
taining a dispatch sent by the presi­ 
dent to th© Japanese and Russian gov­ 
ernm ents, urging them not only for 
their own sake but in the interest of 
the whole civilized world, to open ne­ 
gotiations for peace with one another. 
The president suggests that the nego­ 
tiations be conducted directly and ex­ 
clusively 
between 
the 
belligerents. 
While the president does not fee! that 
any interm ediary should be called in 
In respect to these negotiations, he is 
willing to do what he can properly In 
arranging the preliminaries for the 
time and place of meeting. 
W hen 
P resident 
Roosevelt 
left 
W ashington last evening on a two 
days’ trip to Virginia, he was conf! 
dent th a t the result of the Internation­ 
al negotiations for peace in the far 
East had been successful and th at the 
final blow* In the Russo-Japan war had 
been struck. 
So deeply interested is 
he In bringing the two belligerent na­ 
tions to a common understanding, that 
he would not 
have left the W hite 
House at the tim e when the situation 
was so delicate, until he had obtained 
assurances that his effort 
to bring 
Russia and Japan into contact in an 
am icable spirit had been successfully 
concluded. 
W hile extrem e reticence Is m ani­ 
fested in every official and diplomatic 
quarter, It is known authoritatively 
th a t the exchanges which have been 
in progress for the past ten days be­ 
tween 
the 
W ashington governm ent 
and the powers of the world, Including 
the two belligerent nations, have been 
successful t o an unexpected degree. 
P resident Roosevelt, who has taken 
the lead In the negotiations, has been 
accorded the cordial support of the 
great 
continental 
powers. 
Including 
R ussia’s nearest friend, France. 
The 
direct representations made through 
A m bassador Meyer at S f 
Petersburg 
to the Ck ar were received by Em peror 
Nicholas in a most friendly spirit. 
Tokio re 
ne d in an equally am ica­ 
ble way. 
Fo r e a r are the two w arring 
powers to •»::>liable contact at this 
moment ti at in all W ashington cir­ 
cles. o fficii a id diplomatic, hopeful­ 
ness has given way to notable optim ­ 
ism, 
’b- *D Di»f within thlrty- 
« ' s'* statem ent of the 
be issued from St. P e­ 
lf or 'Washington which 
ar licht upon it. 
It can

The New Albany Ledger in answer 
to a question recalls a tragedy that 
Seymour people will never forget. The 
Ledger says: 
“ The mob arrived at New Albany 
on a special train over the J. M. & I. 
railroad —now the Pennsylvania—and 
pro ceded at once to the jail, arriving 
there at near 1:15 o ’clock on the morn 
ing of December 12, 1-S68, The mob 
came nominally from Seymour, but 
there were men in it from Lafayette, 
Indianapolis, Vincennes and Seymour. 
rho mob surrounded the jail and all 
its members were armed with revol­ 
vers. 
A part of the mob entered the 
jail, called up Sheriff Thomas J. Ful- 
lenlove, by force got from him the keys 
to the jail, ami by z o ’clock in the 
morning had hanged from the iron 
bridges around the upper tier of cells 
Frank Reno, Simeon Reno, William 
Reno and Charles Anderson. The mob 
completed its work within an bour af­ 
ter entering and surrounding the jail. 
In trying to escape from the jail to 
rive an alarm to the citizens, SherifT 
Fullenlove was shot in the arm and 
badly wounded.” 
The Ledger also characterizes it as 
the most terrible tragedy that was ever 
enacted in southern Indiana, but it 
evidently forgets the hanging of Levy 
gang in Ripley county five or six years 
ago.
